Finance committee of the Golden 
Gate bridge yesterday approved a 
$4,695,710 budget for 1953-54, a bud­ 
get that includes $3300,000 for 
strengthening the bridge and $82,- 
300 for new toll recording equipment. 
Left out were two items suggested 
by bridge .general manager James 
Rickets—$245,000 for a new garage 
and machine shop, and $560,000 for 
a widening program on the San 
Francisco approach. 
Committee members felt that as 
the whole bridge board has not as 
yet approved these items, it would be 
presumptions of the committee to in­ 
clude them in the budget. Both 
have been often discussed, but the 
board has never voted to actually 
undertake the jobs, 
Exclusive of the bridge strength­ 
ening, operating budget for the year 
is $1,133,410. This is $169,000 less 
than this year's actual operating 
costs. But this year's includes $90.- 
000 for special engineering studies 
and $86,000 for Sausalit© lateral 
slide repairs. 
FAY INCREASES 
Actually the current year’s and 
next year’s budgets are quite similar. 
A 5 per cent pay increase for non­ 
union employees accounts for the 
major portion of next year's in­ 
creases. Union employees get their 
wage adjustments in negotiated con­ 
tracts. 
The finance committee was told 
by auditor Charles Hudson that this 
year's gross income would be ap­ 
proximately $4,400,000. This total is 
considerably under the total budget 
approved today, even without con­ 
sidering the huge bond redemption 
payments due next year.

Aid East-West Understanding affairs of state 


William Oatis» Associated Press newsman 
held captive two ye in in Czechoslovakia for 
"spying," is now free. He undoubtedly has an 
amazing story to tell. Undoubtedly too, he al­ 
ready has told much of this story to State De­ 
partment Later, after he is Tested, we will 
hear of hit experiences. 
We anticipate that William Oatis* story will 
be an eye-opener for the American reader. It 
could well be one of the most powerful met* 
sages for East-West understanding to come out 
of the cold war. This we Relieve although we 
have no way of knowing what the content of 
his story' will be. Here's why: 


Oatis is a timined newspaperman, experienced 
as well. He apparently is emotionally capable 
of viewing his experiences from the sidelines, 
weighing his problems and what produced 
them. 


This has been emphasized by the statements 
he has given since his release. There is no 
hysteria, no hurling of loose charges, no evi­ 
dence of spite or desire for revenge in his re­ 
marks. 


He reported briefly, but apparently sincerely, 
that be had been in general treated well aud 
decently; that from the Czech government’s 
point of view, he may have b<$n guilty of col­ 
lecting “political and economic information 
against the laws of Czechoslovakia." They ‘look 
at things differently than we do," he noted. 


"Under the laws of that country, some things 
that generally are considered in western coun­ 
tries to be normal/newsgathering procedure 
can be construed there to be espionage. That 
was the cause of my trouble." 


He said he sometimes checked news "tips" 
with U. S. embassy officials, "not to give in­ 
formation, but to get information from them."

At first Oatis declined to say whether he serv- 
, ed the U. S. government in any capacity while 
he was AP correspondent at Prague. Later he 
j declared: 


"At no time did I act as an espionage agent 
of the embassy in the sense that this term is

All of this Indicates to us that Oatis is calmly

and the desire to follow it, he wouldn’t have 
wound up in a cell. 


When a man of this kind has to sit and think 
for 25 months and can come out of it appar­ 
ently without a mental twist or quirk; when 
what he has had to think about is as tolidly 
based as the facts gathered by a good newsman,

agency of United Nations, announces frojn 
Geneva that since the end of World War II 
in 1945, deaths from tuberculosis have dropped 
50 per cent 
The agency ‘concedes that this is 
an “extraordinary’ decrease in a human afflic­ 
tion, and ‘ one of the roost sensational develop­ 
ments ever recorded in the field of public health.** 
The agency has to. depend upon official re­ 
ports from countries which issue such reports 
to the world. * Only 17 per cent of the world 
populations is herein ^represented. 
However, this is a fair sampling.* It should 
be added that as reporting facilities and access 
to information increase, the natural tendency 
would be to expect a larger number of tubercu­ 
losis deaths to be recorded. Thus the fact that 
decreases are listed year after year takes on 
added and confirming significance. 
For example, the reports’ summation show's 
that between 1940 and 1950, a total of 430,000 
persons were saved from tubercular death—24,000 
in the 1949-50 period alone. 
Credit for this program hinges on improved 
public education on general public health, on 
prevention of tuberculosis, on early diagnosis and 
treatment, and of course on better treatment 
methods. 
Tuberculosis, often called consump­ 
tion, is one of mankind’s oldest ills. 
Prior to 
this generation, it usually was considered incur­ 
able save in its first days. 
It has known no national or climatic boun­ 
daries; it has been a plague on rich and poor, 
on manual and desk workers, on children and 
adults.

SACRAMENTO <CN8' — Dila­ 
tory action of the state legislature, 
which has virtually amounted to 
so action at all on matters of 
state-wide 
importance, 
brought 
comment 
from 
Governor 
Earl 
Warren in a recent radio address. 
“Only a very few bills of state­ 
wide significance have been passed 
to date,” the governor declared. He 
said he has signed 754 Mils and 
vetoed 20. 


“MOST o r THE bills I received,” 
h i declared, “were purely routine 
in nature. 
MIn fact, most of them involved 
little more than the clarification 
of language 
in 
exisiting 
laws, 
transfers from one code to an­ 
other, or minor changes in ju­ 
dicial or administrative procedure. 
“Not more than a dozen of them 
have dealt with what any of us 
would call a major problem or pro« 
gram!” 
He pointed out that no highway 
bill has reached his desk, and only 
a few bills have passed which deal 
with needed changes in the or­ 
ganization of state government. 
T h fact, only a mere handful 
of bills which have occasioned de­ 
bate or would justify newspaper 
headlines, have been given final 
passage.” 


POINTING OUT that the time 
is short for the Legislature must 
ring down the curtain on the 1953 
session (June 10), 
the governor 
said; 
“During that time, the legisla­ 
ture must act upon the state bud­ 
get, determine whether the^ are 
going to allow the state to keep 
pace with highway 
construction 
needs, and determine what to do 
about improvements which have 
been proposed for some of our 
social programs. 
"In the same period of time, 
they must decide whether to make 


a new approach to a solution of 
our water problems, a new ap­ 
proach to liquor control, and make 
many other decisions which are of 
state-wide Importance.” 


ALTHOUGH pointing out the 
failure of the legislature to met on 
major issues, the governor says he 
still believes the legislators can 
make all of these decisions before 
they adjourn. 
He believes there are enough 
legislators who want to see an im­ 
mediate improvement of the high­ 
way system to enable passage of 
a bill containing a properly fi­ 
nanced construction program 
“Estimates given me by our en­ 
gineers,” he said, / “have made it 
crystal clear that we are going 
to have to increase highway taxes 
If we are to have an adequately 
constructed highway system in the 
state within the next decade. 
‘ Without legislative approval of 
some such program of increased 
taxation, there is no hope of keep­ 
ing pace with highway construc­ 
tion needs. We have reached the 
point in California where failure 
to build highways results in both 
economic loss and human sacri­ 
fice. The debate over highways 
will have an hyftaeace on every­ 
one in the state for many years to 
come.”

WASHINGTON <JP) — It was a 
nice fight while it lasted. 
Rep. Daniel Alien Reed, New 
York Republican, had his heart 
set on cutting taxes in 1953. He 
seemed sa truly angry when he 
beard President Eisenhower wants 
no tax cuts this year, that he said: 
“When I fight, I fight” 
• One day later, he yielded ground 
to the Elsenhower forces. And be­ 
fore many weeks are over the 77- 
year-old Reed, with 35 years in the 
House, ’may find himself boxed in 
and beaten. He’s boxed in a little 
now. 


REED, OLDEST Republican in 
the House in continuous service, is 
chairman of one of the most pow­ 
erful committees in Congress, the 
House Ways and Means committee, 
which handles tax problems and 
writes bills to boost or cut taxes. 
When expenses began piling up 
after the outbreak of the Korean 
War in mid-1950, Congress slapped 
an excess profits tax on corpora­ 
tions and upped individual income 
taxes about 11 per cent. 
The «cross profits tax was sched­ 
uled to die automatically next 
June 30 and the individual tax 
boost was due to end the same 
way Dec, 31, an arrangeme&t giv­ 
ing son» corporations a tax re­ 
duction six months before indi­ 
viduals got one. 


REED DECIDED to move up the 
reduction 
to 
individuals 
s ix 
months and let them get a tax cut 
the same day aa corporations, June 
30. 
His like-minded 
committee 
voted overwhelmingly for such 
action. 
The committee members 
were 
perhaps not unmindful that all 
House members must faro the vot- 
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ers again in 1954 and that giving 
Individuals a break on the same 
day corporations got it might not 
be harmful on election day. 
Reed didn't pitch his desire for 
a tax cut on that plane. He said 
his Republican party had promised 
to reduce taxes in W53 and that if 
this weren't done ink people would 
have been “sold down the river.” 


THE VOTE IN Reed’s commit­ 
tee-m ade up of 15 Republicans 
and 10 Democrats—was 21 to 4. 
Twelve 
RepuMicans 
and 
nine 
Democrats were for cutting indi­ 
vidual taxes June 20 instead of 
waiting till Dec. 31. One Demo­ 
crat and three Republicans op­ 
posed this. 
‘ 
# 
Their action was taken Feb 10, 
with the Elsenhower administra­ 
tion in office less than one month, 
and in spite of the president's re­ 
quest to go slow on whittling taxes 
until fie had a chance to balance 
the budget first. 
Plenty of Democrats and Re­ 
publicans felt as Reed did, for 
various reasons, no doubt. But the 
Republican 
leadership 
in 
the 
House began to give Reed a bad 
time. His tax-cutting bill was sent 
to the rules 
committee, 
which 
clears bills to the House floor. The 
rules committee hasn’t acted. 


REED FUSSED and fumed. Then 
Eisenhower set him t a d on his 
heels Tuesday night by saying he 
wanted no tax cuts This session. 
The president asked Congress to 
vote to keep the excess profits tax 
until Dec. 31. when it could ex­ 
pire at the same time as the boost 
tn individual income taxes 
The president said this was nec­ 
essary for a sound economy, but 
it also looked pretty round from 
the viewpoint of political strategy. 
Individuals will be less apt to be 
mad at having to wait for their 
tax reduction until the scheduled 
date, Dec. 31. so long as many 
corporations also have to wait un­ 
til then for a cut in their taxes. 


A CONGRESSMAN who reasoned 
that way wouldnt 
have 
much 
trouble switching from support of 
Reed to opposition to Reed. And 
Reed himself promptly faced a 
new problem: 
If Congress was to consider and 
act on Eisenhower s request to ex­ 
tend the excess profits tax, Reed’s 
committee should first hold hear­ 
ings to let corporations and all 
other interested parties state their 
views. 
If Reed refused to do this, he 
could be accused of discourteous 
defiance of the president. It might 
loae him support in the House. He 
agreed to hold the hearings, be­ 
ginning June 1, 
And, one day after Eisenhower 
spoke, some of Reed’s own com­ 
mittee, v*ho wanted taxes cut, be­ 
gan to weaken. Reeds fight may 
not be over. But he’s already lost 
a lot of momentum.

Back in 1887, some eager beav­ 
ers of the Ministry of Works want­ 
ed to make the chair nice and 
shiny and ordered the woodwork 
stained and varnished. Hie coun- 
1 try was appalled at the "mutila­ 
tion.” Shortly after, the chair was 
devarnished. 


ALL THE sovereigns of England 
since 1307 were crowned on the 
chair with, the exception of Mary, 
wife of William of Orange. It waa 
designed in 1300 by Master Adams, 
goldsmith to Edward L 
Only twice has the chair left 
the 
abbey. Once 
when 
Oliver 
Cromwell was inaugurated lord 
protector in Westminster Hall in 
1657. The second time was during 
World War n , when it was taken 
for safety to Gloucester Hall. 
The chair, made of well-seasoned 
oak and decorated with gold leaf, 
is still in pretty good shape for 
Its 650 years. It is handled like a 
vintage cognac. The crypt where 
it is housed is kept at an even 
temperature and insulated against 
dampness. The chaif stands on 
thick layers of soft, warm felt.

In a speech before the American 
Law Institute last night, the at­ 
torney general listed steps which 
he said he hopes will restore the 
Justice Department to public grace. 
Brownell said he has ended sec­ 
recy in granting pardons, abolished 
the so-caned health policy in tax 
cases and allotted the courts t o 
decide when a. ¿eloquent taxpayer 
should stand trisl, and given more 
active aid to the FBI in national se­ 
curity cases.

The bill by Assemblyman Caspar 
Weinberger R—San Francisco would 
have authorized transfer of con­ 
tingent funds, paid by employers as 
interest and penalties on delinquent 
accounts, to the state general fund, 
Weinberger has contended the de­ 
partment shouldn't construct its 
own buildings because the federal 
government pays the rent for of­ 
fice space. Warren said, however, it 
is not "proper management" to di­ 
vert money raised by taxing employ­ 
ers for unemployment insurance 
purposes to general state operations. 
The governor also vetoed a bill 
by Assemblyman Stanford Shaw 
D—Ontario providing that the pre­ 
siding judge of ttie superior court 
may request a special transcript of 
the reporter's notes on investiga­ 
tions by the grand jury for his per­ 
sonal use.

Doctors Debate 


Average Fee 


Schedule Plan

LOS ANGELES (F>—What Cali­ 
fornia’s doctors an* going to do 
about a proposal by their own or­ 
ganization for establishing average 
fee schedules as a step toward im­ 
proving health plan service will be 
debated further here next week. 
Six months ago the California 
Medical association asked its com­ 
ponent county societies to consider 
the establishment of average fees 
for medical service. This was de­ 
signed as a move toward converting 
the present California Physicians’ 
Service into an insurance type of 
coverage for subscribers. 
NO MOVES MADE 
Although the CMA said the coun­ 
ty societies could go ahead with 
this step at any time, none of them 
have done so. Recommendations for 
a referendum on the question among 
doctors have been made by the Ala­ 
meda-Contra Costa Medical Society. 
Preparations also are under way to 
dispose of the question in Los An­ 
geles county. Other county societies 
are in various stages of consider­ 
ation of the plan. 
The CMA originally reported that 
the setting up of an insurance type 
health plan would depend upon a 
degree of stabilization of doctors’ 
fees, so that any insurance agency 
would know exactly how much 
money it would have to pay to pa­ 
tients to compensate them for med 
IcjX care. 
DIFFERS FROM CFS 
This new plan differs from the 
present CPS system in that it pro­ 
poses to pay the subscriber directly 
a stated amount for a given type of 
illness, and would leave it to the 
patient to pay the doctor. But the 
fee level must be known before med­ 
ical leaders can figure out premium 
rates to be charged subscribers that 
will give realistic financial protec­ 
tion in case of serious illness. 
Fees of individual physicians now 
vary widely. The CPS gets around 
this problem at present by allow 
ing a doctor only a stated amount 
for a given service to % subscriber 
and by limiting the extent of the 
servioe. This, says the CMA, lim­ 
its the traditional freedom of re­ 
lationship between doctor and pa­ 
tient. 
INSURANCE PLAN 
Under the insurance type plan 
the amount of a doctor’s fee and 
the extent of his service would be 
nfatter between physician and pa 
tient only, with one exception. 
Hoctor could not charge the patient 
more than an average fee for any 
given service without getting the 
consent of the patient in advance

It has since been proved that the table was bought by the Rosenberg* at R. H, Macy s 
far $19.97 and was nothing but an ordinary table, as claimed by Julius Rosenberg in his testimony . . . The conservative French new spaper Combat and 
"Le Moncto” a few days ago created a sensation through tho publication of a document vertified by a handwriting expert to be m Greenglass' own hand. It to 
plain from this document that Greenglass received prodding and coaching to secure a conviction of the Rosenbtrgs,

Incited by press, radio, and prosecution releases, the jury forgot 
the fundamental American tradition of the “presumption of innocence,” and condemned 
the Rosenbergs as guilty long before hearing the evidence.

Gardens If Not Controlled 


Dkhondra lawns need mowing only three times a year. 
Dichondra Lawns Gaining 
Favor On Pacific Coast 
More lawns are being sown to 
dkhondra along the Pacific Coast 
than ever before.. Dichondra to 
somewhat of a wonder lawn offer­ 
ing advantages not possible tfith 
better known grass mixtures. Not 
so Jong ago seed supplies were 
rather restricted but today all the 
leading seed distributors handle ii. 
Dichondra thrives in either sun 
or shade and is Quite h a r d y . It 
makes its moat rapid growth dur­ 
ing the summer and quickly forms 
a dense mat. The plants are low 
growing, usually under one and 
one-half inches Unlike Bermuda, 
dichondra is neither coarse nor 
ragged in its growth. 
THE PLANTS LOOK somewhat

like clover, the leaves being kidney 
shaped and about % inch across. 
The color to a rich dark green and 
seem s to possess a healthier look 
than many other lawns during the 
summer. A dichondra lawn will 
tolerate a great amount of abuse. 
Dichondra seed should be sown 
in company with a nurse crop such 
as clover or even rye grass. The 
nurse crop may be sown first and 
may be broadcast. Prepare the seed 
bed exactly as you do lor a regular 
lawn. Add sufficient humus to in­ 
crease the porosity of the soil. If 
possible prepare the seed bed to a 
depth of six inches, the deeper the 
better. 
THE OUTSTANDING attribute 
of a dkhondra lawn to that it re­ 
quires mowing Just about three 
times a year. This to due to the low 
growing, spreading habit of growth. 
It requires no special care but re­ 
acts favorably to liberal watering 
and feeding. Once established it 
will tolerate a tremendous amount 
of abuse. It combines both utility 
and ornamental value. 


Creosote Maintains 
Natural Wood Siding 
Natural wood siding, becoming 
Increasingly popular on modern 
so-called ranch style homes, of­ 
fers the owner preferring a frame 
house 
as much freedom from 
painting as the owner of a brick 
house enjoys. 
Creocote stain to one treatm ent 
preserving the wood and main­ 
taining a rustic effect. 
One gallon of creosote to ade­ 
quate for two coats over an area 
of 300 square feet of smooth sid­ 
ing. On new rough or sawn aid­ 
ing 100 square feet with a gallon 
in two coats was covered. 
Creosote stains are available in 
a variety of shades. However, it 
to difficult to paint over them.

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So much has been said about 
California’s ideal climate favorable 
to plants from the world over. This 
goes of course for plants welcomed 
and for those not so welcome. 
Many plants do better it seems 
here than in their original home. 
For example the Australian euca­ 
lyptus, and the Japanese honey­ 
suckle to mention but two. Cm the 
other hand it is vsaid our own Mon­ 
terey pine tree grows better in New 
Zealand than at home along the 
coast of California. 
Among foreign plants brought to 
our gardens are several which to 
put It politely are invasive, though 
professional gardeners have strong­ 
er words for such plants. 
INVASfVE PLANTS grow every­ 
where and have the strength to 
chase oat all neighbors. They are 
niusances and we must do some­ 
thing about them. Thus the pur­ 
pose of this column to to Identify 
for you a few against which all 
must put up a vigorous fight. 
Always be on the watch for 
gratuitous weeds entangled with 
gift plants, that really is our first 
biggest weapon. Last Sunday my 
neighbor offered me some of her 
clumps of perennial phlox which 
she was thinning. X spied two kinds 
of terrible invasive plants en­ 
tangled around the roots of those 
phlox, baby’s tears, and Bermuda 
grass. 
Of course phlox is a welcome 
perennial in any garden but never 
at the cost of future hours of dig­ 
ging and grubbing pests attached 
to the original planting. I said 
simply to my friend, “In my gar­ 
den there to no place for phlox be­ 
cause the oak trees cast too heavy 
a shadow.** 
On Russian Hill in San Francis­ 
co there to an old lovely garden. It 


belonged to a garden enthusiast 
who had been bom up there In the 
70 s, but all his life he fought “the- 
lily-of-the-valley onion.” A plant 
with a delightful name but far 
from delightful. It is allium trique- 
trum, one of the prettiest spring 
bulbs to be seen. Allium by the way 
is the classical name for garlic. 
Members of this tribe grow wild in 
Europe, Asia, and here in the 
United States. This particular one 
never gives trouble in the east, 
but in California it becomes a pest. 
ONE REASON for the lily of the 
valley onion becoming a pest is 
found in the fact ants are attract­ 
ed to its onion-scented honey, and 
move the seeds and tiny bulbs 
around. Up hill, down hill, in the 
lawn everywhere It grows. ’’It’s 
hell,” said that old gardener and 
he meant every word of it. 
I mustn’t condemn all the allium 
plants, some do behave, and make 
good neighbors. But they are few 
and one must be awful knowing in 
bringing the allium to the garden. 
“Crow Garlic ” allium ursenum 
to another wild garlic and it will 


actually crowd out any plant near 
it. 
Another invasive plant is the 
Plumepoppy, Bacconia. Perhaps, it 
too in the east 1s welcome, but in 
our Marin gardens it rims away 
with the place. Plumepoppy has a 
beautiful large leaf suggesting the 
grape in shape. Ikk flowers grow 
on tan spikes, and are a soft cream. 
But itjs roots run into everything 
including lawn margins. Beware of 
its introduction to the border, 
8NOW-IN-SUMMER, cerastium 
tomentosum, is a ram pant grower 
and insiduously roots its way into 
crevices of walks, into clumps of 
neighboring perennials. It com­ 
pletely blankets the plot. This 
plant crawls over a brick walk, cov­ 
ering great chunks of it. 
In some places such as the rock 
wall snow-in-summer serves a good 
purpose since crevices will be filled 
and scars hidden. All is not Joet 
when this plant is brought to the 
garden. Just be sure and keep it

A feast that arose alter fam­ 
ine in 13th century Portugal and 
has been celebrated by generations 
of Portuguese ever since will be 
re-enacted in newer and grander 
surroundings in Sausalito today 
and tomorrow. 
The scene of this year’s Festival 
of the Holy Ghost at the $75,000 
I.D.E.SJ3.T, hall is a far cry from 
the famine and terror stricken 
old country where the first fes­ 
tival was held. Another celebra­ 
tion will be held in Novato this 
weekend. 
AS THE STORY GOES, and 
like beloved folk history every­ 
where there are various versions, 
the people of Portugal were suf­ 
fering from famine in the 13th 
century. Queen Isabel prayed to 
the Holy Ghost for aid, promis­ 
ing to build a church to the Holy 
Ghost if the terrible conditions 
were relieved. 
Miraculously, two days later 
ships were sighted entering the 
harbor laden with cargoes of 
wheat and food. Gratefully Queen 
Isabel offered a High Mass and 
fete at the vlUage of Aletnquer, 
near Lisbon. As people proceeded 


to the church, the Queen who 
was later made a Saint, removed 
her crown and placed it on the 
head of a peasant girl. At the 
church, the crown and jewels 
were placed on the altar, 
One of the legends tells that 
while she was in church praying 
for her subjects, the Holy Ghost 
in the form of a dove descended 
upon her. For that reason, a 
Jeweled crown, surmounted by a 
cross supporting a dove with out­ 
spread wings and a golden scep­ 
ter tipped with a dove symbolize 
all that the celebrations commem­ 
orate. 
CELEBRATED MAINLY in the 
Azore Islands, it was only natural 
that the traditions would be con­ 
tinued in Marin county. For al­ 
though, famine was relieved in the 
13th century, poverty continued to 
haunt the islands. Many farming 
people decided to come to Marin 
county to continue their dairy 
farming here. Numberless hun­ 
dreds of their descendants have 
grown up here and the names 
heal, Brazil, Santos, Dias, De 
Ponte, Sousa, Freitas and Borba 
are familiar ones throughout the 
county. In fact, 90 percent of Ma- 


rin’s dairy industry it now owned 
by natives of the Azures and their 
children and grandchildren. 
* 
One of the first California Fes­ 
tivals of the Holy Ghost, often 
miscalled Chamarita for the col­ 
orful folk dances that enliven the 
festivities, is said to have been 
held in Sausalito on May 13, 
1988. 
It was supposed to have been 
celebrated in the home of Mrs. 
Manuel Bettencourt with Mary 
Sequeria M queen. A year or two 
later, the Irman Devino Espirlto 
Santo Santlssima TTinadade was 
formed by a group of men includ­ 
ing Manuel Bairao. the first pres­ 
ident; Jose V. Silva, Antonio R 
Silva and William Scamas. 
The festival which fell on either 
Trinity or Fentacost Sunday is 
considered even more important 
than Christmas in the Azores, It 
might last anywhere from one 
week to a weekend. 
MRS. ROSE MACHADO of Muir 
Beach recalled the other day the 
festival as it was in her home is­ 
land of Sao Jorge, one of the nine 
islands of the Azores.

Marin Portuguese 
Recall Early Days

woukt decorate the cattle with 
hoops of paper and put ribbons 
on the cows and big bells around 
the necks. We followed them 
through the streets with guitars 
and somebody would sing and 
everybody would be very happy. 
Then we would take the cows back 
to where the crown was. Whoever 
makes the fiesta would give wine 
and sweet bread to all the people 
and the young people would dance 
and the old people would kill the 
cows. Then we would pray the 
rosary to the crown. 
“Saturday morning,” she con­ 
tinued, "the priest would come and 
bless the meat. Afterward the men 
cut it and kept two or three heads 
of beef far cooking on Sunday. 
The rest they would give to all the 
poor people in the town. For some 
people it was their first real meal 
all year around. Saturday night, 
they start to oook the meat.” 
"Sunday was the big day," Mrs. 
Machado said, "In the morning, 
little girls and boys would give 
soup to the sick people. Then we 
would take the priest to the house 
where the crown was, (It was us­ 
ually in the house of the well-to- 
do person who was paying for the 
festival that year.) A high mass 
would be celebrated at church and 
then the man who was paying 
for the festival was crowned.” 
She said they would then pro­ 
ceed to another little building 
where the crown was kept at that 
point and they would spend the 
next few hours eating soup, meat, 
rice and 
chicken. 
Later 
they 
would hand out cookies, wine and 
cheese throughout the tuwn. At 
night time they would walk back 
to the church with the crown 
which would then be handed over 
to the person who would keep it 
until the following year. 


THE PROCEDURE varies some­ 
what from island to island. Mr#. 
Machados son-in-law, Joe Men- 
donca who has been here from 
the island of Terceira was "proud 
to tell” how it was conducted in 
his home town of Angra do Her - 
Gismo where torches of rope ware 
ht at night and rockets were shot 
into the air and 15 to 30 giiis 
would be crowned in one cele­ 
bration.
